Location of a public playground | 
and community recreation center, | 
including a swimming pool on the 
city land on East Grand View 
Avenue was definitely put into 
Sierra Madre’s municipal program 
at the meeting of the city trustees 
Thursday night. 

On motion of Trustee Herman 
Hall it was voted “that the city 
engineer, in conjunction with the 
commit^ of the whole, be in¬ 
struct^ to stake out appro.\i- 
mately ten acres of the water de¬ 
partment property fronting on 
East Grand View Avenue, to be 
later set apart and used for a 
public playground and community 
recreation center, including swim¬ 
ming pool, by the city of Sierra 
Madre.” 

This action is in harmony with 
the recommendation of the mem¬ 
bers of the city planning com¬ 
mission, of whom Col. Hall is 
one. It seems to afford a basis on 
basis upon which all elements can 
unite in an effort to get a public 
pool for the children and young 
people (of all ages) since the 
county flood control department 
has eliminated the possibility of a 
pool at the old canyon site. Col. 
Hall and others are now making 
investigations of the cost and 
modus operandi of various munici¬ 
pal swimming pools in this region. 

Efforts to tie up a larger How 
of water from Bailey Canyon for 
municipal purposes will be made 
‘‘^f^der a motion offered by Trustee 
Hall. The city attorney and city 
engineer were instructed to pre¬ 
pare an application to the state 
division of water rights for the 
appropriation of water in Bailey 
Canyon in substfintial compliance 
with the recommendation of En¬ 
gineer A. L. Sonderegger in his 
report to the city of January, 
1926 . 

In his report as a consulting ex¬ 
pert Mr. Sonderegger made certain 
recommendations for a retarding 
dam in the canyon and further 
that the city "file on 600 acre feet 
of the canyon flow to be diverted 
at a maximum rate of 400 inches.” 
The significant statement was ad¬ 
ded in the report: “These quanti¬ 
ties will bear checking by de¬ 
tailed studies.” 

Two motions were adopted by 
the board with reference to the 
waters of San Gabriel Canyon in 
connection with the great flooil 
control dam. The state division 
of water rights will conduct a 
hearing on August 9 in Los An¬ 
geles on the applications of several 
cities for ' water allotments from 
the dam, and protests from a much 
larger number of other cities and 
water companies. The board au¬ 
thorized the city attorney and city 
engineer to attend the hearing and 
add the protest of the city of 
Sierra Madre. 

By the other motion the city 
will file an application for a share 
of the water for Sierra Madre. i 
The city engineer was authorized | 
to procure maps and necessary ' 
data for making such an applica- j 
tion at a cost not greater than | 
$360. It was brought out in the 
discussion that the city had at one 
time filed an application but it had 
been allowed to lapse and a new 
one will have- to be filed. 

Work on the improvement of 
Sturtevant Trail from Mountain j 
TraB Avenue to the Little Santa ^ 
Anita bridge was ordered by vote , 
of the board. Protests against j 
the improvement from Mrs. Cora; 
Lockhart and T. M. Sherman were j 
denied. i

Devote Week 
To Reducing 
Fire Danger 

Captains Appointed to Lead 
Work of Eliminating 
Hazards 

Ladies To Cooperate Ii\ Work 
of Making Sierra Madre 
‘Safe and Sane’ 


Under the leadership of County 
Fire Prevention Chief R. L. Dun¬ 
lap, District Supervisor J. A. 
Gravse and U. S. Forest Ranger 
V. P. Vetter, a group of Sierra 
Madre citizens made a tour of the 
city last Thursday to determine 
the main sources of fire hazard. 
The tour was organized by the 
Sierra Ma(ire Botanical Society 
under the leadership of Secretary- 
Treasurer W. R. Humphries. The 
party included Councilmen Beloh- 
lavek, Isaacs and Hall, Marshal 
Keegan, Eire Chief Richards, 
Street Supt. Carpenter, Assistant 
City Engineer Buck, Aniohl 
Kruckman and .Mr. Humphries. 

Before the party started on its 
trip they met in the Chamber of 
Commerce, where Chief Dunlap 
gave an exceedingly interesting 
talk on the needs of fire protec¬ 
tion and the hazards in Sierra 
Madre. He pointed out the need 
for a better ordinance in Sierra 
Madre anti furnished a copy of an 
ordinance which becomes ellective 
in Los .Angele.s county on July 29. 
This onlinance enables the county 
or any municipality to order any 
property owner to clean up, and if 
he fails to do so the county may 
pul a lien on his property and sell 
the property if the lien is unpaid 
at the end of ninety days. 

Chief Dunlap recommentletl that 
this onlinance be invoked imme¬ 
diately where it is operative. 

Chief Dunlap likewise pointed 
out that forest fires this season 
have bean far more numerous 
during the past thirty days than 
they were for the whole season 
ending in October last year. He 
gave a graphic picture of the 
danger in Sierra Madre and sug¬ 
gested screens over chimneys ami 
the u.se of approved typer of in¬ 
cinerators. 

When the party toured the city 
the sirens on the county and city 
cars attracted much attention. The 
officials carefully inspected the 
canyon and mountain regions and 
pointed out many place.s where the 
hazard is very great. Such places 
were photographed by Chief Dun¬ 
lap and the areas were marked 
with red streamers. 

The party ha<l lunch at Mugul’s 
Ten Garden and continued its trip 
until late in the afternoon. 

.At 5 o’clock they met City .At¬ 
torney Baker in the chamber of 
commerce and the county and stjjte 
authorities aiiled him in drafting 
a new city fire ordinance. 

At the roncert in the City Park 
on Tuesday night Chief Dunlap 
gave an illustrated address, show¬ 
ing many of the photographs he 
took while touring Sierra Madre j 
last week, and he pointed out the 
necessity for cleaning up many | 
buck yards, down town as well as . 
in the residential di.strict. His 
address, lasting over half an hour., 
was listened to closely by the; 
thousand per.sons pre.sent and he 
received an ovation when he fin¬ 
ished. Supervi.sor Graves and U.S. 
Fore.ster Vetter also spoke, and 
Street Supt. Carpenter, Marshal 
Keegan anti E^ire Chief Richartis 
atliled a few words. 

Secy.-Treas. W’. R. Humphries, 
who actetl as chairman of the eve¬ 
ning, made a .stirring talk, appeal¬ 
ing for cooperation in a volun¬ 
tary community elfort to clean up 
debris, grass and shrubs. Mr. 
Humphries’ talk made a deep im¬ 
pression and engros.sed the crowd 
for its pointed, homtdy itpplic^ition 
to the problems of the community. 
He called upon those present to 
clean up their back yards and 
pledged that he woultl clean his 
before 8 o’clock the next morning. 

Mr. Humphries outlined the plan 
for Fire Prevention Clean-Up 
Week begins on Monday, August

public today by P’raiik G. Snook, 
Chief of ttie Division of Motor 
Vehicles, that the new law, ef¬ 
fective July 29th, fixing the max¬ 
imum speed limit on the public 
highways at forty mile.s an hour, 
will be rigidly enforced, 
forty-fixe." Such was the terse 
order given traffic officers oper- 
feels that forty miles an hour 
ating throughout the state. There 
will be no tolerance permitted. 
Snook’s order added: 

“This department felt and still 
feels that fourty miles an hour 
comparatively safe rate of speed, 
under open road conditions is a 
comparitively safe rate of speed. 
We likewi.se found this to be the 
general opinion among authorities 
after a survey of .several weeks 
while the legislature was in season. 
For this reason we sponsored an 
increa.se of from thirty-five to 
forty miles an hour as the maxi¬ 
mum, believing that it would tend 
to speed up traffic. 

“But forty miles means just 
that and no more. We propo.se 
therefore to arrest any motorist 
cauglit traveling beyond this limit, 
believing it fast enough for tlie 
ordinary purrposes. 

“Motorists are likewise warned 
that they can be charged with 
reckless driving for trraveling at 
speeds much less than forty miles 
under certain rmiditinns, such as 
heavy tiTilfic, dangerous crossings 
and intersections.

) Here four dams form a lake five 
miles long and a mile wide and 
constitute the first of three huge 
I reservoirs for the Edison Con,- 
pany. The lake is stocked with 
trout and boating is a feature. 

At an elevation of 7000 feet, a 
fire is aliiimys comfortable at night 
even in mid-summer. On one side 
of the lake are numerous private 
summer homes as at Big Bear 
Lake. 

The south side is in control of 
Ahe Edison company and here is 
a ’ com'fortable hotel and many 
cottages. Hundreds of people 
spend parts of the hot summer 
months here 

Of most interest to the editors 
were the huge tunnels drilled 
through mountains to carry the 
waters of the San Joaiiuin and 
Big Creek into the reservoirs oi 
lakes, and from one to anothei 
as needed for storage and power.

j spent many years in the middle 
West and in Colorado. .Among his 
effects was a parchment certificate 
■10 years old certifying to his 
membership in the order of 
Knights Templar in Colorado. Tel¬ 
egraphic ituiuiry to the Comniand- 
ery brought a reply to the effect 
that Nessell had ilimitted in 1890 
and there was no record of his 
subsei|uent movements or of any 
relatives. He is believed to have 
spent about twenty years in \Vash- 
ington and several years in l.os 
Angeles before coming to Sierra 
Madre. 

Disposition of Nc'ssell’s property 
by his will caps the climax of his 
peculiar career. .Although he had 
never marrii'd and had a family, 
of his own, he show’ed a desire to 
provide for other people’s children 
by leaving the bulk of his estate 
to an orphan asylum in Wash¬ 
ington. 

Fuiieral .services were held yes¬ 
terday afternoon at the Grant 
funeral parlors. Rev. .Arthur 0. 
Pritchard being in charge. Burial 
took place in Mountain \'iew 
etery.
